# On August 6, 1945, the first of two 
}nuclear bombs ever used in warfare 
was dropped by the United States on 
Wthe city of Hiroshima, Japan. The 
bomb killed more than 140,000 
}people by the end of that year, and 
/permanently burned the images of 
jits devastating aftermath into the 
memories of those who survived. 
On Wednesday, Nov. 7, the 
Wahlert Memorial Library at Loras 
College will open an exhibition of 
}drawings by survivors of the 
i oshima and Nagasaki bombings. 
The drawings are reproductions on 
loan to Loras from The Peace 
Museum in. Chicago. The Peace 
qMuseum recently hosted the first 
WU.S. exhibition of the original 
drawings by survivors, but the 
riginals are Japanese national 
treasures and have been returned to 
)vapan. 
1 Called The Unforgettable Fire, the 
‘exhibition is the haunting testimony 


of the only people who have ever 
experienced the horror of nuclear 
warfare. The drawings are: more 
than a mere record of the events of 
August, 1945; they are deeply per- 
sonal plans for peace from the 
people who know perhaps better 
than anyone what the build-up of 
nuclear arms can mean. 

The remarkable collection of 
drawings first came together when a 
77-year-old man named Iwakichi 
Kobayshi brought a single drawing 
to.:the Japanese Broadcasting 
Corporation in May of 1974. Entitled 
“At About 4 p.m., August 6, 1945, 
Near Yorozuyo Bridge,’ the 
drawing depicted what Mr. 
Kobayashi witnessed while sear- 
ching through the city for his only 
son. 

“Even now, I cannot erase the 


scene from my memory,” Mr. 
Kobayashi said. ‘‘Before my death I 


wanted to draw it and leave it for 
others.” : 

The drawing was televised and the 
call went out for other survivors to 
send pictures of what they could not 
forget. More than 900 were received 
in the first three months, and the 
collection now includes nearly 2,000 
drawings. 

“At times you will want to shut 
your eyes at the horrors,” said one 
survivor, ’’but it is important to see 
it all and understand...” . 

The Unforgettable Fire will.be on 
display at the Wahlert Memorial 
Library at Loras Nov. 12 through 
Dec. 7. 

The exhibition includes 24 
drawings accompanied by personal 
accounts from the survivors. The 
exhibit is being sponsored by the 
Wahlert Memorial Library, the 
Loras College students senate, and 
the Clarence Griep Memorial 
Lectureship Fund.
